BisiiKirck his his haiuls full in liis 
stnigglo with the Sociiilists. The 
speeches that have been made in the 
Keichstag develop a gi'otcsque bitterness 
that equals, if it docs not excel, BpeecbeH 
ever delivered before the same august 
^ body on any subject. The tilt between 
ITerr BKiiicr,, a Socialist inenibor, and 
Prince Bismarck, is especially worthy 
of reproduction — showing, as it does, 
tlio rancorous feelings that prevail 
throughout the Gorman Empire on the 
great political question of the day. 
Hei'r Bedkl, who denied that Socialism 
was responsible for the recent attempts 
on the life of the lunperor, said these 
attemjits had been used as a pretext 
to track down the Socialists after the 
fashion of the Middle Agc.s, and the 
Socialists had also been held responsi- 
ble for all the injurii's that had for 
some time Ijocn hoaiiod upon the Imu- 
peror. -'A few of tlie decisions given 
by the judges on these occasions had a 
shameful (tendency." The President 
having invited the orator to bo moder- 
ate, lien- BEiii:r, replied that he only 
wished to allude to a certain number 
of the judges ; and after having repeal- 
ed that the ( iovernment was wrong 
in making accusations not sui)port- 
ed by proof, he attacked it on another 
point. Ho denounced the Government 
as having recently favox-ed and sustain- 
ed the Socialists, whom it is })ursuing 
to-day; of having proposed very con- 
siderable concessions to the Socialists, 
on condition that thoy should aid in 
combatting the Progi'ossists. Ho next 
charged that one Eichler, an agent 
of Bismarck, had in 1SG2 proposed to 
the Socialist Committee then sitting at 
.Loij>zig to support tlin CJerinan (iov- 
ernnient anil otl'ei-ed the C'oinniittce 
from G0,000 to 80,000 florins to i)egin 
with. Afterwards, he said, Herr 
Lasalle, a well-known Socialist (since 
dead) was asked to visit Bisiiauck, anil 
there were during the winter of lS73-t, 
a whole series of interviews between 
BisiiAiicic and 1;Asaijj;, soniuLinies as 
many as three or four per week, and 
Bismarck attaclied so much importance 
to these interviews that one day, during 
one of them, he refused to receive the 
Bavarian Ambassador, who wished to 
speak to him on an important matter. 
He furtJier charged the German Chan- 
cellor with comjdicity in tlic Socialistic 
movement, and attacked the proposed 
iaw in vigorous language. Prince 
Bismarck replied to Ilerr Bi;i!i;l on the 
following day. Ho said ITerr Bkhel 
had beou deceived by a falsehood, "or 
if he had invented this mixtuiti of truth 
and falsity, of which ho has made him- 
self the re])orter, he would probably 
have talent enough to become corres- 
pondent of the London Tinir.t, or of 
somn other gi-oat Journal, and I could 
not but recommend to Inin such a 
lucrative occupation.'' (Lau'diter.)

London, Nov. 3. — Despatches from 
Simla state that England's ultimatum 
will summon the Ameer to give guar- 
antees for future gootl understanding. 
It is not thought tlie ultimatum will 
cause any delay as the answer of the 
Ameer must be received within a fort- 
night or three weeks, and the propara- 
i tions of tho army will be going on. 

LoNUON, Oct. ;51. — -A Vienna dis- 
patch says it appears the powers are 
becoming aware of the danger of the 
Bulgarian insurrectionary movement 
which was evidently carefully organiz- 
ed months beforehand, and have open- 
ed a conlitlential exchange of ideas on 
the subject. 

A Berlin dis^iatch reports that a gen- 
eral meeting of tho German commercial 
corporations adoi)ted by a vote of fifty- 
four to forty a protectionist motion ad- 
vocating the establishment of a special 
board composed of merchants, manu- 
facturers, linanciersaud others to advise 
tho government on m(M'cantilc matters. 
Tlio government is likely to view tho 
project favorably. 

Tho Times in its financial column re- 
marks that the total working cajiital of 
the Bolton mills at Oldham, ojierated 
on the limited liability system, is four 
million six hundred tliousanil pounds. 
Of this sum but liltlo more than one 
million pounds has returned any inter- 
est for a year, and one-lialf tho capital 
is borrowetl. 

London, Oct. 31. — The Teleiji-Kph

Nkw YoiiK, Oct. 31. — Pope Leo X.

See to tho United States and Canada. 
Tlie statement that the Pontifical Se- 
cretary of State will consult the British 
Oovernment before appointing Cardinal 
Cullen's successor recalls former reports 
that an understanding has already been 
arrived at betwoen Great Britiun and 
tho Vatican with a view to supprcs.shig 
Irisli dissatisfaction. The appointment, 
therefore, is expected to have an im- 
portant political significance. 

Wasiiincton, Oct. 31. — The Gernum- 
Amorican National Bank, which grew 
out of the German-American Savings 
Bank, and occupied the same building, 
suspended this morning. Tlie German- 
American Savings Bank has al.soclo.sed 
its doors and put up the following no- 
tice : " Owing to the sufspension of the 
German- A *«i &»i»K uiis 
J:iank IS forced to close." The oflicials 
of the Savings Bank declare their in- 
stitutions are sound. Both banks arc 
owned ami jiatronized principally by 
Germans and the suspension causes 
much surprise. Excited crowds sur- 
round the building. 

CHINA. 

San Francisco, Oct. 31.— The steam- 
er Gaelic arrived early this morning 
from China and Ja|ian. She brings 
news of a remarkable all'air which re- 
cently occurred in Hongkong on the 
night of the :29th of September. A band 
of pirates landed and attacked the house 
of a wealthy Chinaman who was sui)- 
posed to keep a largo amount of trea- 
sure on hand. The plans were evident- 
ly well laid and tho neighborhood re- 
connoitred. Before the pirates had at- 
tained their object, however, they were 
attacked by the police and a regular 
fight ensued and lasted some hours, in 
which one of the pirates was killed and 
many wounded on both sides. Tht* 
freebooters finally made oft' in their 
boats. Great Excitement exists over 
the affair.

A FATHER OF INPLATION. 

Ho-w Ho 7psot a Zin^dom aud Lost 
Bis Sead, as Se Doaervod. 

llloi-'Iiester (X.V.) DiiiiOL-nit.l 

Baron CJoerz, a Swede of the oight- 
eenth century, in'oposed to make the 
Government of King Cliarles XII. im- 
mensely rich at ono grand .stroke. He 
wrote a pamphlet on "Tho True Money 
of a Civilized Country," which created 
a con.sidoiiiblc .stir in the financial cir- 
cles of those tiiiifs. In short, Goerz 
wa.s tho anti tyju; of the American irri- 
dccinable paper-inoiioy advocate. When 
King Frederick William L of Prussia 
read bia treaties, ho I'emarkeil, " Tho 
man ■who wrote this is a dangerous 
lunatic." Charlos XII., however, boing 
pincliod by debt, and ignorant of tho 
laws of fiuaiico, was captivated by the 
idea, and mado (ioer?. lii.s Kinaiico .Min- 
ister, and that worthy scallawag — for 
ho Imd an exceedingly nnaavory social 
reputation —at once abolisliod the Par- 
liainout of the realm, cut oil' the privi- 
h'ge.s and pronigiitivcs of the nobilitv, 
coi,|iietted with the peaKuntiy, and issu- 
ed 10,000,000 blue and green paper 
dolliirs, be:iring tho following inscrip- 
tion : " Royal Swedish Currency. He 
who refuses to taku this bill at its full 
value will suil'er death," The jiaimcpa 
"worked like :i charm, " 'J"he country 
was .scoured for gold and silver, and 
after intimidating bankers, and behead- 
ing the ob.strcporous, CJoerz liiially 
.scraped together for the Royal Treasu- 
ry $8,000,000. Thc King was in high 
spirit.s. Ifo rcsiinioil liis e:'ctravnganee, 
and even jiroparod to engage in war. j 
But prices went up. Industry became 
debauched ; the aristocracy was restless I 
under the Ooveniment's fierce espion- ! 
age upon their gohl and silver; tho na- 
tion wns flushod with tlic hectic glow 
of impending niin ; Norw.iy refused to 
give up its gohl to the Mapor autocrat, 
and Charles lost liis life in nn attemiit 
to bring the rebellious Norwegians to j 
terms. What was tlio consef|uenco of 
thi.s fatal delusion? Did Sweden enter 
upon an ora of substantial pro.sperity? 
Was Baron f!oerz the object of the po- 
pular worship I Or did the bubble burst, 
and leave tho land sick and iinpovor- 
islied i T'he .successor of King Charles I 
deposed the iiillationist, tried him, and ! 
cut ofl' his head because he had " dislio- 
nored tho national faith and fatally j 
injured the linancial credit of Sweden." j 
The story of Baron Goerz needs 110 I 
coinnient, and enforces its own lesson.s. | 

Death of Oeouok Tiio.mi'.son', Tiin: I 
E.\(ii.isii PiiiLAXTiiKoiM.sT. - (Jeoi'ge j 
Tbumpson, tbi' l''ng]i,-,li ]ihilaiitlir()[)ist, ' 
died at Leeds, England, on the 7th of ' 
October. lie was born in Liverponl on 
the IStli of June, LSOl. In IS.'ll ho 
begun tn be identified with the nnti- 
slavery agitation. Me gave himself up 
entirely to the ino\einiuit, taking for 
his motto, "inimcdiate and uncondition- 
al eiimiieipatioM,'' and going through 
Creat Ih-itain, he e.xcitcil a current of 
public sentiinont which culniiiiftted in 
1838 ill the pas.sago by Parliament of 
the Emancipation bill, whereby slavery 
in the British colonics was abolished. 
Ten years after this great ut.'liievemciit 
at a dinner given to Mr. Tliompsoii on 
the eve of his departure for America, 
John Bright sjioke as follows: "I have 
always considered Mr. Thompson ns 
the i-eal liberator of the slaves in tho 
bhigli.sh colonies: for, without his com- 
inaiiding eli)i]ueiice, made irresistible 
liy (he lilessediiess of the cause, I do 
not think all tiie, other agencies then at 
at work would have jirocured their 
freedom. I can say honestly, and I 
say it with pleasure, there has been no 
inovenient during the last thirty years 
on beli.'df of any good cause, and there 
lies been no victory in this country to 
freedom and tiie ])eo[ile in wdiich he has 
not borne au honorable part." 

PowKU AND \'ali:k OF Till: BltlTISII

Its editorials 
are leaden and prosv, ino]iiiortuiiely 
scientific and often silly for a leading 
journal of Europe. I- am assured that 
a new "managennuit" will lie shortly 
established . to give to thi! 'J'hunderer 
inore ozone at least. The DKxhj Xi'Wf 
is the next most progressi\ o daily Lon- 
don paper, its circulation being on an 
average 1 20,000 per day. But when 
you think of the cabmeivs paper here — 
the Vctit Journal, having a verified cir- 
culation of (100,000 per day, figures 
fade elsewhere. But reflect what is 
conveyed in these 600,000 "petit jour- 
nals." 'Poi.son and'filth, partisan feeling 
and personal animosities. Such a cir- 
culation of such sentiments argues only

Hex Guaxo. — ^The manure of tho 

fowl house is so rich that it should he 
mi.xed with three or four times its own 
bulk of swamp muck or soiuo similar 
substance, for if applied undiluted it 
will bum and kill plants and prevent 
germination. It is estimated that a 
single hen's excrement during a year is 
equivalent to fifteen pounds of guano ; 
and experiments have shown that the 
droppings of twenty-live fowls, juoper- 
ly composted, during the year will make 
manure enough for an acre. 

How TO Get Rid of Rats. — The 
Ewjlish Standard .says: "Several cor- 
rospoiidents write to announce the com- 
plete e.\.t'iri>atioii of rats ami mice from 
their cow-stalls and piggeries since the 
adoption of this simple plan : — A mix- 
ture of two parts of well-bruised com- 
mon squills and three parts fiuely- 
clioppeil bacon is made into a stifl' mass, 
with as much inoal as may lie required, 
and then baked into small cakes, which 
are put down for the rats to eat." 

Altersatk CltoPS. — Tho .summer 
and winter food must have a due pro- 
portion to each other, and tho fields of 
grain are not to exceed the fields of 
meliorating crops — those preserve the 
soil as well as ]u-oduce cro[)s, but grain 
reduces the soil in producing the crops. 
Aim at income from live stock which 
impoverishes your land. 

Tin: TfUNip AS A 'GuKASKii.'— In 
baking buckwheat and other griddle- 
cakes, a piece as a 'greaser' is by many 
thought of to be indispeiisablo. Those 
who are of this oiiiiiion will, on trial, 
soon learn that a turnip divided into 
two answers tho samo or n hotter pnr- 
po.se, as tho odor, the most unpleasant, 
part of cake-baking — comes from the 
grea.ser in contact with tho hot iron, 
whereas with tho turnip very little of 
this is perceptible. — Countri/ (l<-utlt'- 
man. 

Rain water filtered through field 
or garden .soil docs not dissoh'o out a 
trace of potash, silicic acid, ammonia, 
or phosphoric acid, The soil doss not 
give up to the water one particle of tho 
food of plants which it contain.s. The 
most continuous rain cannot riunove 
from tho field, except mechanically, any 
of the essential constituents of its fer- 
tility. The soil not only retains firmly 
all the food of plants which is actually 
ill it, but its power to preserve all that 
may be u.seful to them also extends to 
withdrawing from rain or other water 
all the ammonia, potash, phosphoric 
and silicic ucid hold in solution. — Lie- 
bi(j. 

A Tow's Opinion of the Jevs. 



The editor of the London Truth is 
himself a Jew, and a very able 6110, and 
lie makes the following remarks: " I 
have never under.stood the touchiness 
of Jews at being called Jews, even 
wlien tho term is used ns a designation 
of race other than opprobriously. I see 
nothing to be jiarticularly ashamed of, 
or to be particularly proud of in being 
a Jew. In England Jews have a great 
advantage over f'liristians, because, 
while they have the advantage of be- 
ing Englishmen, they have also thc 
advantage of belonging to a powerful 
fraternity, bound together like Free- 
masons, ever ready to support any of 
its members. No people arc more ex- 
clusive than Jews, and no people have 
more marked traits of character. Let 
an Englishmen and a Jow have the 
same fortune, and the latter will spend 
more tlian the former. Out of business 
they are more ostentatious, more lib- 
eral, and more charitable than C'liris- 
tiaiis. I would rather, with an eye to 
my own interests, do business with a 
Christian than with a Jewj but were I 
a beggar, I would rather beg of a Jew 
than of a Christian." 



Tiin Sasttarv ErrKCT of Horsi:- 
woiiK UPON WoMKX. — Many of the ills 
and diseases prevalent among women 
in our day are, no doubt, traceable to 
the .sedentary mode of life so common 
among them. The progress of modern 
industrial art has done away vyith much 
of thc household drudgery to which 
women were formerly subjected, and 
tho result is in too many cases want of 
suiTicient occujiatioii for niicdeil bodily 
exercise. Tho fruits of this state of 
things are strikingly exhibited in (per- 
tain observations made by the late ilr. 
Robertson, a iNIanchester surgeon, who 
in his practice as a specialist for women's 
diseases found that in women who 
themselves performed all their house- 
hold work, there was no trace of certain 
complaints; that these complaints begin 
to make their appearance in women 
with one servant, become more pro- 
nounced in women who have two ser- 
vants, or worse still with those who 
have three servants, and so • 011. He 
showed statistically that the deaths from 
child-birth were four times greater in 
the case of women with four servants 
than those with none.— Popttlar Science 
Monthly. 



Tlio Family Liao of tha ITo-w Gov- 
eraor-Gonoral of Canada. 

[l'ro.n tin; Lomluii l.i-tui- to tin' Nlw York Times.) 

For six generations, from the thir- 
teenth to the lifteenth century, the head 
of this famous Campbell family received 
the honor of knighthood as a matter of 
course. In Lit") Sir Duncan was creat- 
ed Lord Campbell; and his grandson 
was created an Earl, under tho distinc- 
tion of the Earl of Argyll and Lord of 
Lome. In IGU tho eighth Earl was 
iiiadi> a, ili.rquis by King Charles under 
peculiar circumstance.s. He had fought 
against the King and his allies, and, as 
late as IG tO, had marched against tho 
Earl of Athol, who was in his arms 
for the King. ■ Yet in IG-H, when the 
King visited Edinburgh, ho sent for his 
foemau and made him a Marqui.s. In 
1701 the tenth Ivirl was made Duke 
of Argyll, .Marqui.s of Lorno and Kin- 
tyro, Earl Campliell and Cowal, Vis-count 
Locliew and (lleiiilla. Baron Inverary, 
Mull, ilorveu, and Tiry. A man, one 
would think, might find it diflicult to 
carry more titles than these; but the 
second Duke, in addition to his hered- 
itary tide of Argyll, v,-;is created Piaroii 
Cliatliain, Ivirl of (iroenwich, ills 
brother, who succeeds him, was raised 
to the Peerage before he came to the 
Ducal honors, by the titles of VLscount 
and Earl of Ishi, and Baron (^ronsay, 
Dunoon, and Avru.se. Tho fifth Duko 
was made Baron Suudridgo in his 
father's lifetime; while tho sixth Duke 
'■efore coming into the honors of the 
family, sat in the lloiiso of Lorils as 
Baron Hamilton. Tho younger branches 
of the family have also had honors and 
distinctions showered U])on them. They 
have borne the tith>s of Earl of Athol, 
Earl of Lonkon, I!:iron C'lyde, Baron 
Kintyro, Baron Campbell, Baroness 
Strather, etc. The chiefs have been 
decorated with the Garter and tho Tiiis- 
tle. They have exercised as much in- 
fiueiico in English affairs as in Scotch. 
They have set up and overthrown 
Kings; if they have never sat on tho 
throne, they have carried the crown at 
coronation; they have been great in tiie 
Senate and the field. One Argyll fell 
at Halidon Hill; another breathed his 
last at Elodden Field.
